In some sections the situation 
is 
reported acute, hut in K ansas 
and 
Missouri reha hi Hat ion 
efforts 
have 
been started. 
Karlv tiiis afternoon high winds 
were reported to have caused con­ 
siderable 
danger 
at 
Ava, 
near 
Springfield, 
Mo., 
in 
the 
Ozarks 
country, and at Hauxton, Colo. No 
casualties were reported. 
The storm s were first felt S a tu r­ 
day night 
and 
Sunday 
morning, 
when they lashed viciously a t cen­ 
tral 
Missouri, 
southwest 
K ansas 
and parts of N ebraska. 
Fifteen persons 
are 
known 
to 
have been killed in that area as the 
twisting winds 
swept 
down 
farm 
houses and uprooted trees. The cy­ 
clones are said to have been freaks, 
which divided into two sections and 
mowed wide paths. 
Accompanying 
the 
atmospheric 
conditions were heavy rain and el­ 


e c t r i c storm s which did damage in 
parts of Texas, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Colorado. Some snow was reported 
in Colorado areas. 
A fter a quiet Sunday the trem en­ 


d o u s 
winds 
sprayed 
destruction 
again early today, and one section 
in Texas reported considerable dam ­ 
age, 27 known dead and many in ju r­ 
ed. The towns worst hit were G ar­ 
land and Nevada, Tex.

crippled wire communications. 


Heavy Crop Damage 
Dallas, Tex., May i)—<U.R)— A ter­ 
rific wind, rain and electrical storm 
swept over north Texas early today 
taking a toll

damage. 
Garland, Tex., in Dallas

were probable fo r Indiana 
tonight 
and Tuesday, and continued warm 
followed by colder Tuesday, includ­ 
ing strong winds.

the feeling of high humidity, 
and 
the sultry wind th at w as 
blowing, 
held a threat of a storm which was 
approaching. Sunday was a 
warm 
day, when the sun came out bright 
and hot a fte r a rainfall of the m orn­ 
ing.

the m ercury was 70 degrees, 
and 
this morning it began to.climb again, 
reaching 85 at one o'clock this a f ­ 
ternoon, with indications

ASHINGTON— W hen Mr. and 
Mrs. Calvin Coolidge are trav ­ 
eling by rail, the president in­ 
variably occupies a draw ing room 
and his wife a com partm ent ad­ 
joining. 
The drawing room has a couch 
and the president 
likes 
to 
lay 
down for an hour or two during 
the afternoon 
en 
route. 
He is 
asleep soon after he stretches him ­ 
self out. 
Mrs. Coolidge hardly 
ever follows his example. 
Both draw ing room and com­ 
partm ent are just like other draw ­ 
ing 
rooms 
and 
com partm ents. 
There are five of them, the other 
three being occupied by the presi­ 
d en t’s physician, aides and secret 
service men. 
It is an observation 
car like others, except th at it is a 
new type, with olive green and 
gray 
color 
scheme 
and 
wash- 
stands 
of 
porcelain 
instead 
of 
nickel. 
Heavily Guarded 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Coolidge walk 
through the station to the train— 
heavily guarded by railroad and 
local police and secret service op 
eratives— ten or fifteen 
m inutes 
before it pulls out. 
The Coolidges sit in the obser­ 
vation section, the president gen­ 
erally reading. 
There are wicker 
chairs rath er than leather and 
plush, and the railroad officials 
provide large baskets of fruit and 
roses. 
In Mrs. Coolidge’s 
own 
com partm ent one would find a 
dozen or more specimens of the 
F irst Lady’s favorite flower— the 
Coolidge rose. 
Very often the 
railroad finds th at the president 
has brought along his own fruit. 
He is partial to apples, but does 
not neglect bananas or any other 
common fruit. 


A music store in W ashington 
furnishes a huge 
victrola 
with 
records and Mrs. Coolidge often 
selects and plays some of the lat­ 
ter, winding the machine herself 
if the porter doesn’t happen to be 
within reach. 
The records are of 
varied types, including some jazz, 
and mostly orchestral pieces. 
The railroad official in charge 
of the train comes in on each trip 
to inquire if everything is as the 
president would have it, but a spe­ 
cial porter who has had long expe­ 
rience on private cars with* the 
great and the wealthy tends to the 
imm ediate needs of the Coolidges. 
He sits up through the night and 
spends 
an 
immense am ount of 
time dusting. 
To Bed a t 11:30 
At night, returning from an af­ 
fair such as the recent United 
Press dinner ini New York, the. 
Coolidges sit in ithe observation 
section for perhaps an hour, chat­ 
ting with Dr. Coupal, the presi­ 
d e n t’s physician. 
The three com­ 
m ent on events of the evening and 
Major Caupal is apt to tell a few 
stories. 
At 11 or 11:30 Coupal 6ends 
the president to bed and Mrs. 
Coolidge always retires to her 
com partm ent a few m inutes a fte r­ 
ward. 
Then the show is over for 
the select few standing 
on 
the 
platform outside. 
Assuming th at 
the train is to arrive here a t 7 
a. m., the president arises a t 6:30. 
He doesn’t get eight hours of solid 
sleep, 
but 
his 
afternoon 
nap 
m akes up the difference. 
It is to 
be assum ed th a t 
the 
president 
sleeps soundly instead of tossing 
wakefully about in his bunk as 
so many of us do, for no one has 
ever beard any complaint from 
him.

an effort to locate Capt. Nungesser s 
plane were forced to return to the 
flying field almost immediately be- 
cause of low visibility. The aviators 
reported that flying conditions over 
the ocean made it impossible to sec 
each other's machines. 


The planes took off following re- 


ceipt of a report from 
Washington 


that the white bird had been sighted 
in the vicinity of Portland, Me. Offi- 
cials of the Boston airport corpora- 
tion stated they had no information 
regarding the whereabouts of the 
flyers other than that whifth came 
from Washington.

The railroad official in charge 


of the train comes in on each trip 
to inquire if everything is as the 
president would have it, but a spe- 
cial porter who has had long expe- 
rience on private cars with- the 
great and the wealthy tends to the 
immediate needs of the Coolidges. 
He sits up through the night and 
spends an immense amount of 
time dusting. •

At night, returning from an af- 


fair such as the recent United 
Press dinner in I New York. the. 
Coolidges sit in ]the observation 
section for perhaps an hour, chat- 
ting with Dr. Coupal, the presi- 
dent's physician. The three com- 
ment on events of the evening and 
Major Caupal is apt to tell a few 
stories. 


At 11 or 11:30 Coupal sends 


the president to bed and Mrs. 
Coolidge 'always retires to her 
compartment a few minutes after- 
ward. Then the show is over for 
the select few standing on the 
platform outside. Assuming that 
the train is to arrive here at 7 
a. m.. the president arises at 6:30. 
He doesn't get eight hours of solid

Mr. Malloeh has since 
served it as vice president for Il- 
linois, but has been compelled to de- 
cline the presidency because of Ms 
speaking engagements. 


He is, of course, a member of the 


Authors' League of America, and an 
honorary member of the National 
Editorial Association, as well 
?is 


of a large number of other organ- 
izations throughout the country. He 
has been master of the Writers' 
Guild of Chicago, and is an honorary 
member of the Forty Club, which to 
Chicago is what the Gridiron Club 
is to Washington. He himself wrote 
two "gridiron" performances 
for 


the Press Club which packed the 
Auditorium theater in Chicago 
to 


capacity.

these things, Malloch has managed 
to find time to publish five - books, 
make over a thousand speeches, vis- 
it 47 of the 48 states, as well as 
Europe, and write a poem a clay for 
a syndicate of American newspa- 
pers.
